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Report  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen 


The  Board  organized  for  the  year  with  Leo  St.  Amand,  chair- 
man; Edward  F.  Pytka,  vice-chairman;  Dr.  James  R.  Flaherty, 
clerk  . 

With  regret,  we  record  the  sudden  passing  of  Attorney  James 
W.  Duffy.  He  had  faithfully  served  the  Town  since  1947  as  Town 
Counsel.  In  addition  to  his  sound  legal  judgment,  Attorney 
Duffy  had  gained  the  respect  of  his  colleagues  for  his  knowledge 
of  municipal  law. 

A  public  hearing  was  held  on  January  5th  for  the  purpose  of 
getting  the  citizens'  sentiment  regarding  the  granting  of  a  fran- 
chise for  the  installation  of  a  cablevision  system  in  the  Town. 
Since  it  was  the  consensus  of  the  people,  that  a  service  of  this 
type  was  desirable,  the  iBoard  granted  the  franchise  to  the  Pio- 
neer Valley  Cablevision,  Incorporated,  Greenfield,  Massachusetts 
on  terms  and  conditions  which  offer  protection  to  the  subscribers. 
The  system  was  completely  installed  and  put  into  operation  on 
January  10,  1967.  In  addition  to  improvement  in  home  television 
viewing,  it  is  now  possible  to  adopt  television  teaching  programs 
in  our  school  system. 

As  instructed  by  Town  iMeeting  vote,  provided  under  Articles 
23  and  25  of  the  1966  Annual  Town  Meeting,  the  Board  appointed 
the  following: 

Housing  Authority  for  the  Elderly:  Richard  E.  Fontaine,  Rev. 
Guy  M.  Judkins,  William  J.  Lemanski,  Raymond  F.  Moran  (re- 
signed October  26,  1966)  and  Aloysius  J.  Tyburski  (to  fill  unex- 
pired term). 

School  Needs  Committee:  Norman  Fountain,  Patrick  F.  Land- 
ers, Jr.,  Alphonse  J.  Lasota,  Joseph  S.  Les,  Dominick  Machnik, 
William  F.  Moran,  and  Dr.  William  Riley. 

The  Board  accepted  with  regret  the  resignation  of  Patrolman 
James  Carter  from  the  Police  Department.  Robert  S.  Kennedy,  Jr. 
was  appointed  to  fill  this  vacancy,  according  to  Civil  Service  regu- 
lations. 

Several  part  time  street  crossing  guards  were  appointed  to 
the  Police  Department  to  assist  school  children  at  hazardous  street 
crossings  in  the  vicinity  of  all  the  schools  in  the  Town. 

As  permitted  in  Chapter  149,  Section  178G  -  178N  of  the  Gen- 
eral Laws,  the  Police  Department  voted  to  organize  for  the  pur- 
pose of  collective  bargaining.  After  many  negotiating  meetings, 
the  Board  sucoessfully  reached  a  one  year  agreement.  The  econ- 
omic provisions  of  this  collective  bargaining  agreement  are  sub- 
ject to  Town  Meeting  approval. 

The  project  of  relocating  the  PEE  WEE  DIAMOND  on  Old 
Warren  iRoad  was  completed  this  Fall.  This  will  make  available 
for  ithe  Palmer  Pee  Wee  League  and  other  groups,  two  fenced-in 
regulation  baseball  fields. 

Preliminary  engineering  plans  for  the  Town's  Sewage  Treat- 
ment Plant  and  Sewer  Interceptor  Systems  have  been  completed. 
The  specific  land  areas  required  for  this  project  have  been  esta- 
blished. State  law  requires  that  professional  appraisals  be  made 
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to  determine  values  before  eminent  domain  takings  are  instituted. 
Requests  for  the  cost  of  the  appraisals  is  provided  under  Article 
16  of  the  1967  Annual  Town  Warrant.  It  is  the  opinion  of  the 
Board  that  the  Town  will  have  to  take  positive  action  to  meet  the 
demands  of  the  State  and  Federal  governments  for  the  elimina- 
tion of  water  pollution  at  a  Special  Town  Meeting  to  be  called  in 
1967. 

The  Three  Rivers  Flood  Control  Project  was  officially  dedi- 
cated on  November  4,  1966.  Federal,  State  and  local  officials  par- 
ticipated in  this  memorable  occasion.  Pictures  of  this  event  are 
in  another  section  of  this  report. 

The  Board  is  deeply  appreciative  of  the  fine  cooperation  re- 
ceived this  past  year  from  the  Departments,  Agencies,  and  all  the 
citizens  of  our  fine  community.

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Report  of  Civil  Defense  Department 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  iSelectmen 
and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Palmer: 

Herewith  is  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Civil  Defense  Depart 
inent. 

Operation  Hampden  Alert  1966,  a  simulated  disaster,  was 
held  in  April  at  the  Springfield  Shopping  Plaza.  The  Palmer  Civil 
Defense  was  an  active  participant  in  this  drill.  Approximately 
400  Springfield  students  were  the  "victims".  They  were  trans- 
ported to  hospitals  in  and  around  Springfield  for  treatment.  Wing 
Memorial  Hospital  received  a  number  of  them.  The  hospital  am- 
bulance, a  Palmer  police  cruiser  and  a  private  van  were  used 
in  this  drill.  I  wish  to  thank  all  concerned  for  their  co-operation 
in  making  this  drill  a  success. 

There  were  two  Civil  Defense  simulated  alerts  during  the 
year.  The  purpose  of  these  alerts  is  to  test  the  Civil  Defense 
communications  and  warning  systms  throughout  the  state. 

An  Operations  Plan  for  the  Town  of  Palmer  was  drawn  up 
and  submitted  to  the  Federal  Government  for  approval.  This  has 
been  accepted  and  Palmer  now  meets  the  minimum  requirements 
to  be  eligible  for  several  federally  sponsored  financial  programs. 
The  purpose  of  this  Operations  Plan  is  to  delegate  responsibility 
for  all  town  operations  in  case  of  a  disaster. 

There  was  a  fixed  monitor  station  instrument  inspection.  All 
monitoring  instruments  were  tested  for  defects.  All  defective 
equipment  was  replaced  or  repaired.  The  batteries  necessary  to 
run  these  instruments  were  also  checked. 

(Several  new  fallout  shelter  sites  were  submitted  to  the  Corps 
of  Engineers  for  approval.  These  have  been  inspected  and  word 
is  now  being  awaited  as  to  their  eligibility.  If  these  are  approved. 
Palmer's  shelter  spaces  will  be  increased  by  several  hundred.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
mad  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Palmer: 

On  Sunday,  December  4,  1966,  the  newly  renovated  Youth 
Boom  was  officially  opened  to  the  public:  a  suitable  climax  to  a 
busy  year.  It  was  gratifying  to  the  trustees  and  staff  to  greet 
so  many  friends  of  the  library  and  a  pleasure  to  be  the  recipients 
of  the  kind  and  favorable  comments  upon  the  result  of  our 
combined  efforts. 

In  a  year  when  National  figures  record  a  decrease  in  librar>' 
circulation  your  library  system  held  its  own  with  a  total  of 
59,041,  a  small  increase  over  last  year.  55%  of  these  library  ma- 
terials were  borrowed  from  the  library  and  45%  from  the  book- 
mobile. 

As  our  circulation  figures  continue  to  indicate,  the  bookmo- 
bile has  proved  to  be  a  necessary  and  effective  service  to  the 
community.

Mrs.  Gordon  Dean,  our  Head  Librarian  has  informed  the 
trustees  of  her  desire  to  relinquish  her  present  duties  within  the 
year.  We  are  pleased  to  state  that  she  will  be  available  to  us  on 
a  part-time  basis.  We  are  presently  seeking  the  services  of  a 
professional  librarian  or  a  college  graduate  desirous  of  pursuing 
study  leading  to  a  degree  in  library  science. 

We  appreciate  the  many  donations  of  time,  talent,  money, 
books  and  magazines  by  numerous  patrons  and  borrowers  thus 
signifying  their  personal  interest  in  the  progress  of  the  library. 

The  trustees  and  staff  with  the  support  of  the  entire  commu- 
nity will  continue  to  provide  meaningful  effective  library  service 
to  the  people  of  Palmer.

Gentlemen: 

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  of  the  police  department 
lor  the  year  ending  December  31,  1966. 

During  the  year  918  complaints  were  issued  against  702 
defendants,  632  males  and  70  females.  Delinquent  complaints 
were  issued  against  16  juveniles.  The  cruisers  covered  134,054 
miles  in  motor  patrols.  325  summons  were  served  for  other 
departments. 

During  1966  Palmer  had  two  fatal  accidents.  In  one  the 
operator  was  killed,  in  the  other  a  pedestrian  was  killed.  Also 
there  were  54  accidents  in  which  a  total  of  82  persons  were  injured 
and  there  were  an  additional  69  accidents  involving  property 
damage. 

James  F.  Carter  resigned  from  the  police  force  July  19,  1966 
to  accept  an  appointment  with  the  Massachusetts  Registry  of 
Motor  Vehicles.  Robert  S.  Kennedy  was  appointed  a  patrolman 
July  26,  1966  which  kept  the  complement  of  the  police  force  at 
twelve  men,  including  nine  patrolmen,  two  sergeants  and  the  Chief 
of  Police. 

The  department  now  has  two  portable  two-way  radios,  one 
used  by  the  foot-patrolman  in  Palmer  and  the  other  used  by  the 
patrolman  in  Bondsville.  They  have  proved  to  be  very  effective, 
and  I  recommend  the  purchase  of  an  additional  portable  two-way 
radio  to  be  used  by  the  patrolman  on  duty  in  Thorndike. 

In  November  1966  twelve  local  women  were  appointed  school 
crossing  guards  to  serve  at  the  street  crossings  near  each  of  the 
grammar  schools  in  town.  These  women  are  performing  a 
valuable  service  to  the  town  and  they  have  been  exercising  their 
duties  in  a  very  creditable  manner. 

1  thank  your  Honorable  Board,  as  well  as  the  townspeople, 
lor  the  cooperation  and  assistance  received  by  this  department 
during  the  past  year.

The  Park  Commission  hereby  submits  its  annual  report  for 
1966. 

The  facilities  of  the  Parks  and  Playgrounds  of  the  Town  of 
Palmer  continue  to  be  used  and  enjoyed  extensively  by  the  young 
md  old. 

This  past  year  at  our  playgrounds  a  new  Climb- A-Round  was 
purchased,  new  swings  and  teeter  boards  replaced  broken  ones, 
and  all  playground  equipment  was  painted  bright  attractive  colors. 

The  World  War  I  Cannon  on  Memorial  Walk,  Palmer,  has 
been  reconditioned. 

Four  Colorado  Blue  Spruce  trees  replaced  the  dead  poplar 
trees  which  served  as  a  background  on  the  World  War  2  Memorial 
Plot,  Converse  Street. 

Additional  Japanese  Yews  were  planted  on  the  Memorial  Plot 
m  Thorndike. 

At  Hryniewicz  Memorial  Plot  eight  Japanese  Yews  were 
planted  around  the  Memorial  stone,  trees  were  trimmed  and 
cavities  filled. 

With  the  co-operation  of  the  Three  Rivers  Water  Department 
and  the  Highway  Department  a  new  water  line  to  the  skating 
rink  was  installed. 

The  Nativity  Scene  on  Hryniewicz  Memorial  Park,  Three 
Rivers  set  up  by  the  Three  Rivers  Chamber  of  Commerce  this 
year  again  attracted  widespread  attention  as  it  always  has  in  the 
past. 

At  the  Memorial  Boulder  in  Bondsville  a  total  of  twenty-one 
Japanese  Yews  were  planted  and  twelve  Rock  Maple  trees  planted 
on  Endelson  Memorial  Park. 

Also  on  the  Park,  thru  the  combined  efforts  of  the  School 
Department,  Highway  Department,  and  Park  Department  a  90  x  60 
blacktop  area  was  installed  which  will  serve  the  children  of 
Bondsville  as  a  combination  skating  rink  and  basketball  court. 

Skating  was  enjoyed  on  all  four  skating  rinks  of  the  town 
as  much  as  weather  would  permit. 

At  Old  Burleigh  Park,  North  Main  Street,  trees  trimmed, 
diseased  trees  removed,  unsightly  brush  and  high  grass  was 
cleared  away.  The  front  approach  to  the  Park  was  landscaped 
and  new  picnic  tables  were  placed  at  the  Park. 
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At  New  Burleigh  Park,  Warren  Street,  new  picnic  tables  wert- 
idded  and  more  land  cleared  of  underbrush  and  diseased  trees 
to  improve  and  extend  the  picnic  area. 

We  wish  to  express  our  sincere  thanks  to  the  children  and 
idults  of  Palmer  for  their  consideration  while  using  all  the 
tacilities  extended  to  them  by  the  Town  of  Palmer.

During  the  past  year  the  Tree  Department  planted  204  trees 
of  various  species  throughout  the  town.  The  tall  growing  varieties 
were  set  out  in  open  spaces  whereas  the  ornamental  or  short 
growing  type  of  trees  were  set  out  under  utilities. 

Forty  seven  trees  were  removed  due  to  decay  and  sidewalk 
construction.  Normal  maintenance  of  dead  wood  removal  and 
low  limb  obstruction  were  also  carried  out. 

On  March  7,  very  strong  northwesterly  winds  blew  down  5 
trees,  split  several  and  broke  many  limbs.  During  the  summer 
two  electrical  storms  caused  minor  damage. 

The  prolonged  drought  of  the  past  years  was  responsible  for 
the  premature  dying  of  seven  trees,  particularly  the  shallow 
rooted  specie  and  those  on  higher  ground.

Gentlemen: 

Congress  passed  a  new  G.I.  Bill  for  peacetime  and  Vietnam 
service  veterans  and  it  was  signed  into  law  on  March  3,  1966 
providing  for  Education  Allowances,  Loan  Guarantees  for  home 
purchases,  Hospital  privileges,  Civil  Service  Preference,  Re- 
employment Rights,  Insurance,  Unemployment  Benefits,  Compen- 
sation for  disabilities.  Job  Counseling,  Death  Gratuities  and  Burial 
Benefits  for  all  veterans  who  have  completed  at  least  181  days  of 
active  duty  after  January  1,  1955. 

The  Massachusetts  Legislature  followed  this  action  by  re- 
defining the  term  "Veteran"  to  include  these  former  servicemen 
with  at  least  180  days  of  active  duty  beginning  February  1,  1955 
as  "Vietnam  Veterans"  eligible  for  all  such  state  benefits  accorded 
all  previous  veterans. 

The  VA  reports  that  there  are  now  25.6  million  living  vet- 
erans. In  the  fiscal  year  1966  there  were  3.2  million  veterans  and 
their  dependents  receiving  either  compensation  or  pension  bene- 
fits. Since  WW  II,  one  out  of  every  five  persons,  aged  19  or 
over  has  been  a  veteran  and  the  nation's  veterans  and  their 
families  comprise  50%  of  the  total  U.  S.  population. 

PL  89-730  which  will  become  effective  on  January  1,  1967 
liberalizes  the  income  limitations  and  allows  increases  in  com- 
pensation payments  to  the  dependent  parents  and  children  of 
veterans  who  have  died  in  service  or  from  service-connected 
causes.  Because  of  a  military  pay  raise  which  was  passed  in 
July,  widows  or  servicemen  killed  in  action  will  also  receive 
corresponding  increases  in  their  compensation  checks  which  are 
based  on  the  rank  or  grade  of  the  serviceman. 

Sixteen  servicemen  reported  to  this  office  as  having  completed 
their  tour  of  active  duty.  Death  claimed  19  veterans  during  the 
past  year.  We  have  assisted  19  applicants  with  their  Pension  or 
Compensation  claims  and  of  these  18  were  approved  by  the  VA 
for  benefits  representing  a  total  income  of  $8,735  to  these  recipi- 
ents in  the  past  year.  Three  claims  were  denied,  one  was 
reinstated  and  three  are  in  process  of  determination. 

Our  records  indicate  that  there  were  957  personal  contacts 
at  the  office  and  820  telephone  calls  relating  to  matters  con- 
cerning various  benefits  to  "veterans  or  their  dependents.  Some 
of  the  more  frequent  services  requested  were  as  follows:

The  Annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  and 
Bureau  of  Old  Age  Assistance  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 
1J)66  is  hereby  submitted: 

During  the  past  year,  our  Board  has  experienced  many 
changes.  It  was  to  our  deep  regret  that  (Mrs.)  Nellie  Kokoszka 
retired  from  her  position  as  Director  of  Public  Welfare  in  August. 
Mrs.  Kokoszka  gave  27  years  of  faithful  service  to  our  Board  and 
to  the  Town  of  Palmer. 

She  was  an  excellent  administrator  whose  every  decision  was 
based  on  the  policy  of  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public 
Welfare,  and  on  sound  judgment  when  there  was  insufficient 
policy  to  cover  specific  situations.  We  wish  to  thank  Mrs  Kokosz 
ka  publicly  for  her  service  and  cooperation 

(Mrs.)  Doris  Pelletier  also  retired  from  our  department  in 
July  after  more  than  13  years  service.    Mrs=  Pelletier  has  been 
Social  Worker  for  the  last  8  years.    We  wish  to  extend  our 
iiratitude  to  Mrs.  Pelletier, 

Other  changes  have  been  the  advent  of  Medicare  and  ''Medj- 
raid".  Medicare  has  considerably  lowered  the  amount  of  money 
expended  by  the  Bureau  of  Old  Age  Assistance  for  persons  over 
65  years  of  age. 

"Medicaid''  became  effective  on  September  1.  1966  making 
many  children,  and  some  adults  between  the  ages  of  21  and  65. 
eligible  for  Medical  Assistance  who  were  not  previously  eligible 
under  other  categories  of  Assistance.  Although  more  people  are 
eligible  for  help  in  paying  extraordinary  medical  bills,  the  cost 
to  the  Town  has  not  been  greatly  increased. 

Under  the  category  of  "Medicaid",  the  Federal  Government 
reimburses  50%  of  all  medical  expenditures.  The  State  Govern- 
ment reimburses  2/3  of  the  remainder.  Thus  the  cost  to  the 
town  of  Palmer  is  1/6  of  the  actual  amount  spent  on  medical 
services.

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Annual  School  Report 


To  the  School  Committee  of  the  Town  of  Palmer: 


It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  I  submit  herewith  my  fifth 
annual  report,  the  seventy-fourth  school  report  of  the  town. 

Philosophy 

Our  public  schools,  noted  for  providing  quality  education  for 
EVERY  pupil  in  the  past,  are  continuing  to  send  well-qualified 
students  to  college  and  are  continuing  to  offer  the  non-college 
student  the  guidance  services  necessary  to  start  him  on  the  path 
way  to  life. 

Statistics  for  1966  show  that  over  63  per  cent  of  the  grad 
uating  class  of  124  pupils  are  attending  a  school  of  higher 
education.  Twenty-five  per  cent  are  attending  four-year  colleges: 
and  38  per  cent  are  attending  junior  colleges,  nursing  schools> 
vocational  and  technical  schools.  It  should  be  noted,  also,  that 
many  of  the  pupils  enrolled  in  the  two-year  colleges  are  there  for 
the  express  purpose  of  continuing  on  to  a  four-year  college. 

Some  of  the  colleges  receiving  our  students  are  Adams  State 
(Colorado),  Air  Force  Academy,  American  International,  Bridge 
water  State,  C.  W.  Post,  Colby,  Emmanuel,  Framingham  State. 
Hampden  College  of  Pharmacy,  Massachusetts  College  of  Art. 
Merrimac,  Michigan  State,  Our  Lady  of  the  Elms,  Salem  State. 
Smith,  Springfield,  St.  Joseph's.  University  of  Massachusetts, 
Westfield  State,  and  Wheaton. 

We  may  point  with  pride  this  year  to  the  fact  that,  of  the 
five  appointments  to  the  Air  Force  Academy  from  Western  Massa 
chusetts,  our  school  received  two. 

In  addition,  25  per  cent  of  the  class  was  placed  in  employ 
ment;  and  12  per  cent  joined  the  military. 

A  breakdown  by  students  shows  that  31  are  in  four-year 
colleges,  20  in  two-year  colleges,  1  in  nursing,  27  in  training 
schools  of  one  year  or  less,  15  in  the  armed  services,  and  30  in 
employment. 

Our  philosophy  on  college-bound  students  is  that,  if  they  are 
serious  about  wanting  to  attend  a  college,  we  will  find  a  college 
that  will  accept  them. 

We  shall  continue  to  educate  our  children  in  depth.  It  is 
our  belief  that  each  child  should  get  a  thorough  education  in  the 
■'three  R's",  as  well  as  English  grammar,  literature,  history, 
geography,  science,  and  the  languages.  To  this  end,  we  shall 
strive  to  provide  each  individual  with  the  tools  and  skills  he  needs 
to  be  a  cultured,  productive,  and  patriotic  American. 

We  believe  that  our  educational  institutions  exist  for  the 
purpose  of  providing  a  school  environment  in  which  each  student 
may  develop  his  full  potential  —  emotionally,  ethically,  mentally, 
physically,  socially,  and  spiritually.  To  this  end,  we  share  this 
function  with  the  home,  the  church,  and  the  community,  keeping 
in  mind  always  that  the  child  belongs  to  the  parents  and  not  to 
the  schools. 


Progress  Report 

The  year  1966  was  another  eventful  one  for  the  Palmer  Public 
Sehools. 

Our  new  reading  program  continues  to  progress  with  constant 
emphasis  on  reading  skills,  techniques,  and  developmental  reading. 
New  reading  books  have  been  supplied  to  all  pupils  in  the  first 
four  grades  We  hope  to  complete  the  integration  of  this  program 
>;oon. 

The  new  history  and  geography  program  instituted  last  yeai 
has  been  completely  integrated  into  our  elementary  program.  All 
pupils  in  grades  4  through  8  have  been  supplied  with  new  books 

The  Modern  Mathematics  program  now  completely  integrated 
into  our  system  is  beginning  to  show  signs  of  success. 

Books  from  the  new  spelling  series,  adopted  by  recommend 
alion  of  the  teachers'  spelling  committee,  were  supplied  to  all 
pupils  in  grades  2  through  5.  We  expect  to  complete  the  inte 
sration  of  this  program  this  year 

Books  for  the  new  science  series,  adopted  by  recommendatioii 
ol  the  teachers'  science  committee,  were  placed  in  grades  7  and 
8  and  the  new  fourth  in  Bondsville  We  hope  to  expand  this 
program  this  coming  year. 

Committees  have  been  appointed  to  review  our  elementary 
Knglish  and  music  programs.  It  is  our  hope  to  update  tliese 
subject  areas  in  the  coming  year 

New  dictionaries  were  supplied  to  all  fourth-grade  pupils.  It 
IS  our  desire  to  continue  the  updating  of  this  program  by  at 
least  one  grade  a  year 

Evaluations  of  our  present  programs  are  continuing.  Depart 
ment  heads  in  the  High  School  are  continuing  their  cooperation 
with  our  elementary  committees 

Grade-level  meetings  are  being  held  ever>'  two  months  for 
the  purpose  of  correlating  our  elementary  school  teaching. 

High  School  department  heads  are  meeting  regularly  witHi 
their  staffs  for  the  purpose  of  reviewing  and  updating  their  pro 
grams. 

Workshops  in  the  Rineharl  Handwriting  System,  Modem 
Mathematics,  History,  and  the  Use  of  Audio-Visual  Aids  were 
successfully  conducted. 

The  updating  of  supplememtary  reading  books  in  each  class 
room  is  continuing.   The  High  School  library  lis  being  used  every 
period  of  every  day.  both  by  research  students  and  for  classroom 
lessons. 

Our  music  progarm  is  continuing  to  meet  with  success  It 
is  our  hope  to  expand  this  program  in  the  near  future. 

Our  departmentalization  of  grades  7  and  8  in  science,  English, 
mathematics,  history,  and  geography  is  proceeding  according  to 
plan. 

The  National  Defense  Education  Act  and  the  Elementarj 
and  Secondary  Education  Act  continue  to  aid  in  strengthening 
our  programs  in  guidance,  business,  science,  foreign  languages 
history,  geography,  reading,  etc. 
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Our  science  and  language  laboratories  are  continuing  to  be 
used  efficiently  and  effectively. 

New  textbooks  in  all  areas  are  being  supplied  at  teacher  and 
principal  request. 

Our  physically  and  mentally  handicapped  programs  are  con 
tinuing  to  operate  successfully. 

Our  library  facilities  are  being  utilized  properly.  We  are 
continuing  to  teach  library  techniques  in  our  established  program. 

Audio-visual  equipment  and  teaching  aids  are  being  furnished 
as  requested  by  teachers  and  principals. 

Our  special  service  programs  in  elementary  music,  art. 
science,  safety,  handwriting,  and  physical  education  are  con- 
tinuing to  operate  efficiently. 

The  updating  of  our  cafeterias  is  continuing.  This  year  new 
floors  were  installed  in  three  schools.  In  addition,  new  sinks  and 
garbage  disposals  were  supplied  to  two  others.  Minor  remodeling 
was  done  in  all  cafeterias. 

A  new  physical  science  course  was  instituted  in  the  ninth 
grade  this  year.  We  hope  to  continue  to  add  other  offerings  in 
this  area  in  the  future. 

Our  Surplus  Property  program  is  continuing  to  furnish  our 
schools  with  materials  that  we  could  not  afford  otherwise. 

The  recommendations  of  the  Palmer  Schools  Survey  are  con 
tinually  being  reviewed  and  studied. 

Personnel  Changes 

On  the  secondary  level,  two  new  teachers  were  added  to 
take  care  of  our  increased  enrollment.  In  addition,  our  half-time 
guidance  counselor  was  expanded  to  full  time.  Department  heads 
were  appointed  in  the  areas  of  mathematics  and  foreign  languages. 

On  the  elementary  level,  three  teachers  were  added  to  take 
care  of  our  increased  enrollment.  In  addition,  a  half-time  music 
instrument  man  was  added. 

Palmer  had  a  turnover  of  sixteen  teachers  during  the  past 
year.  Four  long-time  teachers  —  Mrs.  Dorothy  Fauteux,  Mrs, 
Catherine  Fitzgerald,  Miss  Adelaide  McDonald,  and  Mrs.  Marion 
Loomis  -  retired.  Their  contribution  to  the  young  people  of  our 
town  will  be  felt  for  many  years  to  come. 

Other  than  retirements  and  one  exception,  none  of  the 
teachers  who  left  had  more  than  three  years  of  experience.  We 
were  able  to  replace  them  with  able,  conscientious  people.  We 
are  sure  that  the  staff  of  the  Palmer  School  System,  through 
their  sense  of  loyalty  and  dedication,  will  enable  us  to  carry  on 
our  high  traditions. 


Enrollments 

Our  enrollments  in  both  the  elementary  schools  and  the 
High  School  are  still  increasing.  It  is  expected  that  the  year 
1966-1967  will  see  us  pass  the  capacity  of  the  High  School  projec- 
tion for  1970.  All  of  our  elementary  classrooms  are  being  used, 
with  the  exception  of  six  classrooms  in  Bondsville.  Two,  at  least, 
and  perhaps  three  of  these  will  be  absorbed  beginning  in  Septem- 
ber of  1967. 
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During  the  past  school  year,  unexpected  enrollments  in  the 
elementary  grades  amounted  to  over  100  pupils. 

Salaries 

Under  the  Collective  Bargaining  Act,  Chapter  763  of  the 
Acts  of  1965,  the  teachers'  and  custodians'  organizations,  for  the 
first  time,  were  able  to  negotiate  with  the  School  Committee. 

The  School  Committee  representative  and  the  representatives 
of  the  bargaining  groups  are  to  be  congratulated  for  their  conduct 
and  achievements  during  the  bargaining  sessions.  Their  endeavors 
will  enable  the  Palmer  School  system  to  maintain  a  favorable 
position  in  comparison  with  surrounding  towns. 

It  should  be  noted  that  other  groups  within  the  school  sys- 
tem eligible  to  form  bargaining  units  are  the  clerical  staff,  cafe- 
teria personnel,  and  the  administrative  staff. 

The  new  teachers'  salary  schedule  which  was  adopted,  to 
become  effective  in  September,  1967,  is  as  follows:

Salary  schedules  for  the  custodians,  cafeteria  workers,  clerks, 
coaches,  principals,  the  assistant  principal  in  the  High  School,  the 
administrative  assistant,  and  the  superintendent  were  brought 
up-to-date. 

Federal  Funds 

Palmer  was  fortunate  to  receive  100  per  cent  reimbursement 
on  the  following  projects  for  the  sums  indicated: 

1.  Work-Study  Program  (P.L.  88-210)— $10,215.  Twenty 
pupils  received  the  benefits  of  this  program  working  a  total  of 
5,552  hours.  They  did  work  under  these  job  classifications:  jani- 
tors' assistants,  office  aides,  groundskeepers,  tutoring  aides,  and 
library  aides. 

2.  Vocational  Education  Act  of  1963,  Secondary  Business  — 
$1,638. 

3.  Elementary  and  Secondary  Education  Act  (P.L.  89-10), 
Library— $3,532.66. 

4.  Elementary  and  Secondary  Education  Act  (PL.  89-10), 
Remedial  Reading  Summer  Program — $8,704. 

In  addition,  Palmer  received  reimbursements  as  follows  in 
academic  areas:  Secondary  Guidance  $409.05,  Elementary  History 
$537.24,  Elementary  Reading  $881.48,  Elementary  Mathematics 
$458.42,  Elementary  Geography  $348.55,  Elementary  Science 
$928.38,  Elementary  English  $1067.87,  Secondary  Science  $1,483.40, 
Secondary  English  $618.67,  Secondary  History  $686.77,  Secondary 
Mathematics  $1,082.48,  and  Secondary  Arts  and  Humanities 
$287.57. 

Palmer  was  also  one  of  only  three  communities  in  the  state 
to  receive  a  grant  from  the  Society  of  the  Cincinnati.  This 
amounted  to  $1,000. 

In  summary.  Palmer  received  reimbursement  of  $43,971.32 
in  services  and  supplies  for  an  expenditure  of  $10,355.78. 
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Regional  Vocational-Technical  School 

The  Regional  Vocational  School  District  Planning  Committee 
appointed  by  the  moderator  has  been  meeting  regularly  with 
representatives  of  eight  other  towns  in  an  effort  to  establish  a 
regional  vocational-technical  high  school.  This  group  has  pro- 
gressed so  rapidly  that  it  is  expected  to  have  a  plan  ready  to 
present  to  the  participating  towns  sometime  in  April  or  May  of 
1967. 

The  School  Needs  Committee 

The  School  Needs  Committee  appointed  by  the  Selectmen 
has  been  holding  meetings  and  is  expected  to  report  to  the  town 
soon.  This  committee  is  looking  into  the  possibility  of  either  a 
middle  school  or  a  new  high  school.  Their  decision  will  rest 
heavily  on  the  recommendation  of  the  State  School  Building 
Assistance  Commission  in  Boston. 

It  is  our  hope  that  ground  can  be  broken  for  a  new  school 
within  the  next  two  or  three  years.

Budget 

The  1967  budget  represents  an  increase  of  $96,756.  An 
analysis  of  this  budget  shows  that  $89,865  is  due  to  increases  in 
salary  and  the  Instruction  account.  The  remainder  of  $6,891  is 
spread  over  the  rest  of  the  budget — Other  School  Services,  Opera- 
tion and  Maintenance  of  Plant,  Replacement  of  Equipment, 
Insurance,  Trade  School,  and  Programs  with  Other  School  Systems. 
All  in  all,  the  total  increase  is  10.6  per  cent,  which  is  very  reason- 
able considering  the  growth  of  our  system,  the  implementation 
of  the  Palmer  Schools  Survey  Report,  and  the  effects  of  the 
Collective  Bargaining  Act. 

It  is  the  intent  of  the  School  Department  to  operate  the 
schools  as  efficiently  and  economically  as  possible  without  sacri- 
ficing any  necessary  educational  objectives. 

Conclusion 

In  conclusion,  may  I  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my 
sincere  appreciation  to  the  School  Committee,  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  the  Highway  Department,  tlie  Police  Department,  the 
Fire  Department,  the  Park  Department,  all  other  town  officers, 
a  loyal  and  helpful  staff,  parent-teacher  associations,  cooperative 
parents  and  friends,  community  organizations,  and  all  others  who 
have  given  the  School  Department  their  whole-hearted  support  in 
its  objective  to  provide  a  successful  school  program  for  your 
children.
